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‘Catholic vision’ seen in new 
TV film about life of Christ

A presentation of Jesus of 


Nazareth to be shown on NBC 
television on Palm Sunday and 
Easter Sunday has received high 
praise from Catholics and has been 
condemned by some fundamentalist 
groups. 

The. six-hour, two-part television 
film has been described by a Vatican 
official as ‘‘a work of great poetry, 
and faith—a fresco that. responds 
adequately to the Jesus of history 
and to the Christ of interpretation of 
the Bible.”’ 


THE OFFICIAL, Msgr. Pietro 
Rossano, secretary of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Non-Christians, said 
the ‘‘Catholic vision’’ is ‘‘suffi- 
ciently seen’’ in the film made by 
Italian director Franco Zeffirelli. 


Zeffirelli is known for his movie of 
Romeo and Juliet and for his story of 
St. Francis of Assisi called Brother 
Sun, Sister Moon. 

The U.S. Catholic Conference’s 
Office for Film and Broadcasting’s 
review of the film says that 
“Christians will find a spiritual 
dimension that is uncommon in most 
such works. . : 

“THE SUBSTANCE of the film, 
without any fudging of the issue, is 
that Christ is the Son of God who 
performed miracles, died for our 


sins, and rose from the dead.’’ 


Preceding its debut has been what 
the conference office termed a 
““smear campaign’’ mainly from Dr. 


Bob Jones II, president of Bob Jones © 


University, Greenville, S.C., who 
urged people to write to the network 
and General Motors. Rev. Mr. Jones 
had not seen the film. GM withdrew 
their advertising support. 


Zeffirelli, interviewed in London, 
said ‘‘I don’t consider this a film. It 
is an act of witness...a confession of 
my poor faith.”’ 


HE SAID making the film had 
given him a unique opportunity to 
come to know his faith as a Christian 
more deeply and he felt “‘a better 
man’’ as a result. 


His greatest problem, he said, 
was filling the title role, a job that 
went to British actor Robert Powell. 
Among well. known names in the 
cast are: Anne Bancroft, Ernest 
Borgnine, Claudia Cardinale, Lau- 
rence Olivier, Anthony Quinn, Rod 
Steiger, Peter. Ustinov and Ralph 
Richardson. 


The film—which cost $12 million 
to make—has been praised by some 
members of the Jewish and main- 
stream Protestant community. Rab- 
bi Mare Tannenbaum, director of 
interreligious affairs of the Jewish 
American Committee called the film 
‘a major breakthrough.”’ 


Blue Angel pilot sets sights on

EL CENTRO—When the U.S. Navy 
selects their top aviators to be designated as 
Blue Angels, who train here, there is no 
indication that these Angels will set their 
sights on the heavens, except as they soar 
high in the skies to accomplish their 
maneuvers in jet planes. 


However, one 1977 Blue Angel is setting 
his sights higher, and plans to study for the 
Catholic priesthood. Lt. James Bauer, 30, 
plans to enter a seminary this summer. 


HE ACKNOWLEDGES that since boy- 


hood he has felt a calling in that direction, 
but it was not, initially, as strong as some of

his other inclinations; and did not deter him 
from joining the Navy in 1969. 


The son of a Wold War II Navy man, Jim 
was undoubtedly influenced by his father’s 
career to join the Navy himself. And, 
although he always felt that he would 
someday answer the call to become a priest, 
he did get into the Navy’s Officer Candidate 
School after graduating from college. 


After serving a tour aboard the destroyer 
USS McCard, homeported in Charleston, 
S.C., he applied for the Navy’s Flight Officer 
training in April 1971. He received his wings 


and designation as a Naval Flight Officer in 


December, 1971. Bauer reported for duty 
with the Blue Angels in October, 1974. 


IN HIS QUIET WAY, he displays a 
recognizable sincerity and devotion to the 
spiritual. As several of the other Blue Angel 
officers serving with him were also 
Catholics, they attended church together as 
a matter of course; but they do not wear their 
religion on their sleeves. Bauer has been 
reluctant to discuss this, although he did 
say, very thoughtfully: ‘‘I am a part of my 
religion and it is a part of me.”’ 


Now that he has decided to enter a 
seminary he adds: “I have considered 
studying to become a priest for more than 10 
years. Evidently, my desire or call wasn’t 
strong enough when I got out of college in 
1969. The fact that the nation was at war was 
irrelevant: I had a great desire to be a part of 
the Navy, which I always had had. 


“I feel that there is a reason for things,”’ 
he continued. ‘‘This is a different call. My 
experiences with the Blue Angels during the 
past two years have broadened and matured 
me, and are playing a part in helping me to 
get where I am going.

(PAO), I met with many people in many 
different situations throughout the country; 
and I worked closely with air show sponsors. 
I have a greater awareness of people, and 
broadening of understanding as a result of 
our widespread traveling. And, undoubt- 
edly, I developed to a greater degree, my 
self-discipline,’’ he said. 


DURING HIS TWO years as Blue Angels’ 
PAO and Flight Officer, he was in one of the 
most demanding positions on the flight 
team, being responsible for handling the 
myriad details involved in setting up air 
shows across the country, and assuring the 
transportation and comfort of the members 
of the squadron, who spend about 280 days 
each year on the road. 


Often, he says he felt overwhelmed, never 
seeming to be caught up in his work; but all 
this time he had a great dependence on his 
religion to sustain him. A bit shyly he 
confided: ‘“You’ve heard of the book God is 
my Co-Pilot? Well, I feel that I am God’s 


heaven-to study for priesthood 


co-pilot. Religion is a strong part of my life. 
It gives my actions and entire life a real 
sense of direction and meaning.’’ 


This sense of direction is pointing Bauer 
towards the priesthood. He has not yet been 
assigned-to a seminary, but has applied to 
the Springlfield, Mo., diocese for assign- 
ment when he leaves the Navy in July. 


‘“T HAVE CONSIDERED this move for 
more than 10 years, and I definitely have the 
goal of becoming a priest if the vocation is 
there,’’ Bauer explains. 

“I want to find out if I have a real call to be 
a priest. I have an open mind, but at the 
present time I believe that I have enough 
information to be solidly convinced that this 
is the way for me to go.”’ 

And so the serious young Blue Angel 
Naval Flight Officer who has served as 
*‘God’s co-pilot’ for the past two-and-a-half 
years, now plans to chart his course to 
become a priest, so that he can help others in 
this progress towards heaven. 


Bp. Rausch installed in Phoenix 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (NC)—Bishop James S. 
Rausch was installed as head of the Phoenix 
diocese, March 22, with four U.S. cardinals, 
more than 50 bishops and the Apostolic 
Delegate attending. 


The 48-year-old bishop, former general 
secretary: of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and the U.S. 
Catholic Conference (USCC) told the vast 
assembly in the Phoenix Symphony Hall that 
his background and experience, gifts and 
limitations would ‘‘bring a certain mark or 


character to the days and years ahead.”’ 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, from the neighbor- 
ing San Diego diocese, attended as well as 
the president of the NCCB, Archbishop 
Joseph Bernardin and Archbishop Robert F. 
Sanchez, of Santa Fe, N.M. 


The 44,000-square-mile diocese, estab- 
lished in 1969, has 250,000 Catholics in a 
population of 1.4 million. Bishop Rausch 
succeeds Archbishop Edward McCarthy, 
coadjutor Archbishop of Miami, who was 
transferred last July. 
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Sunday sales ban overturned 


HACKENSACK, N.J.—A state law gov- 
erning Sunday sales is unconstitutional, 
according to Judge Sylvia Pressler, who 
called the law ‘‘unconstitutionally arbi- 
trary’’. Because the law permits sale of some 
items and bans sale of other items on 
Sunday, it imposes an inconvenience ‘‘upon 
the large number of married women, 
particularly mothers, in the general labor 
force who, of necessity, must compress 
family shopping into an already over-de- 
manding Saturday schedule,’’ the judge 
said. — 


“No women priests soon’ 
VATICAN CITY—If the question of the 
ordination of women as priests comes up 
again in the next 15 or 20 years, it will again 
be denied, according to Archbishop Jerome 
Hamer, secretary of the Vatican Doctrinal 
Congregation, which issued the recent 
declaration restating the traditional ban on 
women priests. Pointing out that Christian 
rights are rooted in baptism, he said that 
equality should not be confused with 
uniformity. “‘The fundamental equality of 


the baptized does not prevent different roles - 


for men and women in building the Body of 
Christ,’’ he said. 


Parents child’s path to faith 


HOLYOKE, Mass.—Parents are the 
single most important influence in shaping 
the religious life of their children, Father 
Raymond Potvin, a sociologist, said here. . 
Not only the ‘‘religiousness’’ of the parents, 
but the type of parent-child relationships in 
the family shape the religious outlook of 
adolescents, he said. ‘‘Children of loving 
parents tend to believe in and respond to a 
loving God. If child and parent interact 
together with the catechist, the results can 
be dramatic, he asserted. 


Women aren’t ‘baby dolls’ 

VATICAN CITY—Objecting to the incom- . 
plete liberation of women, a Vatican 
theologian rapped consumer society. Fran- 
ciscan Father Gino Concetti said: ‘“Woman 
has been emancipated, but the well-off 
society and the philosophy of consumerism 
and hedonism has made her an object of 
consumerism and pleasure, or, to be 
perfectly clear, a baby doll. Liberation comes 
not. only from economic and _ social 
conditioning, but also from moral condition- 
ing.” 


Dr. challenges Fr. Hesburgh 


BOSTON—Dr. Joseph Stanton, a physi- 
cian here, has challenged Holy Cross Father 
Theodore Hesburgh to a debate on the 
Rockefeller Foundation’s involvement in 
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abortion promotion. Father Hesburgh, 
chairman of the foundation board has said: 
“The foundation has nothing to do with 
abortion.’’ Stanton charges that Father 
Hesburgh is ‘‘either ignorant or he is lying.”’ 


‘Refocus’ on youth urged 


MARRIOTSVILLE, Md.—Religious edu- 
cation should ‘‘refocus’’ on the immediate 
concerns of youth to bring them back to the 
Church, said Father Raymond Potvin, a 
sociologist, in a symposium here. ‘‘It is very 
clear that you can’t indoctrinate these kids 
anymore,”’ he said. ‘‘Youth are interested in 
building their future and are subject to much 
strain. While religion may not help them 
find a job or locate their ‘niche’ in life, it can 
help them cope with strain.”’ 


‘American Lourdes’ popular 
CHIMAYO, M.M.—While more Ameri- 
cans annually visit its better known 
European counterpart, some 35,000 pil- 
gtims are nonetheless expected here this 
year, searching for a miracle at Santuario de 
Chimayo known as the ‘‘American 
Lourdes’’. Near Santa Fe, the shrine houses 
a crucifix of Our Lord of Esquipulas and the 
Holy Child of Antocha, a statue credited with 
curative powers by some pilgrims. The Santa 
Fe archdiocese has neither approved nor 
condemned the activities at the shrine. 


FCC ‘dirty’ words ban lifted 


WASHINGTON—A Federal Communica- 
tions Commission (FCC) order banning the 
use of seven “‘dirty’’ words on the airwaves 
when children might be listening has been 
overturned by a three-judge federal panel. 
The FCC order, said one judge, moves the 
agency into the ‘‘forbidden realm of 
censorship’’. If the order were interpreted 
literally, he said, certain plays of Shake- 
speare, parts of the Bible and the Watergate 
tapes could not be broadcast. ‘‘The 
commission’s order is a classic case of 
burning the house to roast the pig,’’ said the 
judge, Edward Tamm.

“I was put in handcuffs 
and made to lie on the floor 
of the van. We drove to the 
Guatemalan border, where 
another driver took over.’’ 


TWO MILES later the 
priest was transferred to a 
Jeep and eventually ended 
up-at the quarters of the 
National Police. 

He and a Belgian priest 
were kept locked up in a cell 
in very cold weather without 
sufficient heat or cover. 


Later, after being charged 
by the Guatemalan authori- 
ties with “‘having entered the 
country without proper docu- 
ments’’ they were taken by 
armed guards to the airport 
and forced to leave Guatema- 
la. -

Sally gets the job done at St. John’ S

ENCINITAS—‘‘If anything needs to be done around here, 
ask Sally and it will get done.’’ Msgr. Michael J. O’Connor, 
pastor of St, John church here, is quite definite. 


With that tribute the priest succinctly sums up a 
68-year-old bundle of energy, Mrs. Salome ‘‘Sally’’ 
Sruoginis, who serves St. John’s and senior citizens in the 
Encinitas area with equal fervor. 


WITH HER HUSBAND, Sally moved to California bringing 
her bright, ever-present smile to the Encinitas area in the 
early 1950s. She was widowed in 1960, and in 1961 she took 
over the bakery at St. John School. 


“TI had to retire in 1972 after a sevefe: heart attack. The 
doctor forced me into an inactive life for a couple of years, but 
now, thanks be to God, I am back fit as ever. Keeping busy 
prevents me from feeling soory for myself,’’ she beamed. 


Keep busy she does. As sort of the unofficial sacristan at 
St. John’s, she opens the church for the 7 a.m. Mass each 
morning, frequently staying to lead the Rosary after the 8 
a.m. Mass. 


SHE PLAYS DOWN her role, asserting that the Altar 
Society keeps the sanctuary clean. 

But it is Sally who shines the chalices and the candelabra. 

Who makes sure there are always hosts, altar wines and 


candles on hand; who hangs up the vestments and who takes 
care of the votive lights and the money boxes? Sally does. 


AND IT IS SALLY who makes certain censers, are on hand 
when needed, who sets up the altar when the boys are late for 
early Mass and who fills in as lector when necessary. 

That schedule, however, fills only the early part of a day 
that people half Sally’s age would find exhausting. After she 


leaves the church and until early evening she serves as a 
volunteer driver for the Family Service Senior Center for the 
Leucadia-Cardiff-Encinitas area. 


Constantly making her rounds she takes people shopping, 
to the doctor or the center for hot lunches and other activities. 
She also delivers hot meals to shut-ins, visits the sick, and, 
when the need arises, takes the time to cook up a meal for 
those who need it. 


-AS A REGULAR at the Saturday evening Mass at St. 


' John’s, she never arrives at the church without a carload of 


fellow seniors who need a ride. 


When each day is done, she goes home for a bite to eat and 
relaxes with the evening paper or by working the garden. 
“‘But usually I go right to bed and I am asleep as soon as my 
head hits the pillow,’’ she asserts. 


But why does she keep up such a hectic pace when she 
could sit back and enjoy a few leisure hours? 


‘‘THE LORD HAS been good to me,’’ she quickly replies. 
“Tt was through his will that I survived the spell with my 
heart. And helping keep his house in order and helping others 
who need it is the only way I can repay him,”’ she said simply, 
adding that what she does is nothing really special. 


But Msgr. O’Connor, her pastor, disagrees. “‘She is an 
amazing person and an amazing personality, a great lady,”’ 
he declares.

Who's on your list of saints? 


One of our diocesan priests, now serving with the 
National Office for Black Catholics, recently called 
for the canonization of Martin-Luther King, Father 
Giles Conwill, former associate at St. Rita’s and 
now vocations director for the NOBC, was giving 
the homily on King’s anniversary and said: “We 
call upon the Roman Catholic Church to do what we 
in the black community have already done...to 
canonize Martin Luther King.’’ He went on: ‘‘We 
in the black community have already declared his 
sainthood.’’ 


We are all, | suppose, entitled to become 
enthusiastic about someone who has given us a 
great example in our lives, and as we turn into the 
home stretch towards the canonization of Blessed 
John Neumann, set for June 19, our thoughts may 
turn to others who could be named among the elect 
of God. 


John’ Neumann has earned his sainthood as 
priest and bishop in Philadelphia, the first 
Redemptorist professed in the United States and 


founder of the Catholic parochial school system. | 


But that doesn’t necessarily qualify for sainthood. 


According to the Redemptorists, Blessed John 
Neumann earns his sanctity from the ‘‘simple 
day-to-day heroism of his life.’’ There must be 
countless thousands of ordinary people whose daily 
life of ‘‘day-to-day heroism’’ might mark them for 
the honor roll of hagiography. 


A couple to. add 


If we are ever invited to name those for whom we 
wish a cause for beatification started, | would 


include Cardinal John Henry Newman. He was the 


great Anglican—almost a contemporary of Blessed 
John, Neumann—in England, who founded the 
Oxford Movement and subsequently became a 
Catholic. He was sorely tested not only by the 
malice of some Anglicans but even by fellow priests 
and possibly the English cardinal of the time. 
However, through it all he came with flying 
colors and became a beloved son of Rome and a 
cardinal. | know Archbishop John Quinn, the first 


native son of our diocese to become bishop and now ~ 


archbishop of San Francisco, has a particular 
devotion to Cardinal John Newman, his inspiring 
life and his theology. 


A second name | would add to the list of CAeAEal 


saints—to me is one already—is Archbishop Aston 
Chichester, SJ, first bishop of Central Africa. One 
of the saintliest and humble of men, he traveled the 
dusty roads of Rhodesia as leader of the Jesuit mis- 
sionaries, some of whom were recently slain by 
terrorists. Archbishop Chichester died on the steps 
of St. Peter’s in Rome during the first week of 
Vatican Il, and Pope Paul VI (then . Cardinal 
Montini) went to his deathbed and declared him 
“the first saint of Central Africa’’. 


Individual hagiographers, here is your chance. 
Who do name to be entered in the great book of 
sanctity? The names of St. Leo and St. Michael are 
already recorded, of course! 


Parish and latest saint | 
The newest parish to be named in this diocese 


has been given the honor oe bearing that of St. 
Elizabeth Seton, first American born saint in the 
history of the Church and woman extraordinary. 
The north San Diego County parish which is inland 
from Encinitas has Father Frederick Florek as 
founding pastor, in an area where residential 
growth has been tremendous. St. Elizabeth, you 
will remember, was canonized - during the 
Bicentennial Year celebrations. 


- Another American whose cause is_ being 
promoted is Thomas Dooley, whose example of 
loving care and devotion to the sick— particularly of 
southeast Asia—has become a legend. Born in 1927 
in America’s heartland, St. Louis, Mo., he 
eventually trained to be a doctor and joined the 
Navy for his internship. This brought him to Camp 
Pendleton Marine Base, near Oceanside. So he has 
a connection with this diocese. 

Dooley worked in the evacuation of Haiphong, 
where he witnessed the suffering of more than 
600,000 refugees. Then later, ~ shocked by 
inadequate medical care in Laos, he returned there 


after his release from service and formed teams to 


help to alleviate the suffering. 


Finally, Dooley was stricken with terminal cancer 
and continued to work almost to the moment he 
died in 1961. His truly heroic example of 
self-sacrifice inspired many to follow in_ his 
footsteps, and the Oblates of Mary Immaculate, of 
which he was an honorary member, are promoting 
his cause for beatification. 


Delayed sainthood 


A saint whose canonization was delayed by the 
war in Lebanon will receive his due honors on Oct. 
9. He is Blessed Charble Makhlouf, a Lebanese 


monk of the 19th century whose cause was finished ~ 


in October, 1975, but the civil war in Lebanon 
delayed plans for official ceremonies. 

The next saint to receive official recognition will 
be Blessed Maria Rosa Molas y Vallve, foundress of 


the Sisters of Our Lady of Consolation. The Spanish 


nun died in 1876 after serving the sick and needy. 
Her canonization date is May 8. } 


It has been remarked previously that the ona 
of saints appear to be members of religious orders. 
or communities. This is true. It is somewhat easier 


‘to complete the research and documentation for a _ 
‘cause for beatification if members of a religious 


community can work on it.

We were talking...about the tradi- 
tional Christian practice of ‘‘offering 
up’’ suffering, trials and mortification 
for the .benefit of others and in 
reparation for the sufferings of the 
body of -Christ, and about the 
transferability of merit. 


| do not know whether teachers in 
parochial or high schools today still 
encourage their pupils to follow this 
discipline, but the habit was well 
instilled in my generation. 


IT WAS NOT in any .way an 
undesirable habit. It laid the foun- 
dations for an awareness that pain is 
not necessarily. negative, but can be 
both intercessory and expiative. 


Long before we became familiar 
with the theology of suffering, we 
learned, without fully understanding, 
of its relation to the suffering of Christ 
and its potential as a dynamic and 
positive force for good. From the 
juvenile toothache to the affront: of 
personal injustice—real or imagined 
—we found that pain could become 
’ more bearable when offered up to the 
suffering Christ. 


To many people in the Church 


today, reparation is an unpopular 


word and atonement redolent of 
medieval penitents, smoking candles 
and the lash, but there are still those 
who offer their lives in reparation for 


evil in the world and the abuse offered- 


to Christ in mankind. 


IN THIS ANXIOUSLY ‘’Resurrec- 
tion-minded’’ age we often misunder- 
stand the place of the Cross, so that 
the suffering seems a contradiction 
and out of place, constantly raising 
the agonized ‘‘Why?2’’ 


Yet it is- the Resurrection that — 


makes sense of the Cross. Suffering is 
pointless, obscene, unless understood 
in the context of ‘the redemption of 
men and the progress of the Kingdom 
of God. Without the Resurrection, the 
Passion and Cross of Christ are dead 


-ends—a waste of life and effort. 


Seen in its redemptive, intercessory 
perspective, the Cross is a triumph of 
self-transcendence, an unparalleled 
offering of self for ‘the eternal benefit 
of others—a continuing — sacrifice, 
continually redeeming and sancti- 


fying. 


THE PASSION of Christ continues 
in the world in the people who are part 
of his mystical body. It may, and does, 
continue unconsciously as in those 
who see no. relationship between 
themselves and Christ, yet neverthe- 
less fulfill his agony in themselves. 


It continues consciously in those 


_ who perceive a divine purpose in 
‘human suffering, a supreme vindica- 


tion. St. Paul considers his sufferings 
as a valuable instrument for bringing 
growth to the Church. His pain 
“completes what is lacking in’ the 
suffering of Christ.’’ 


He does not mean to imply that the 
anguish of Christ was incomplete but 
that human suffering may complete 
the ongoing mission of Christ to bring 
mankind closer to the ultimate goal, 
the establishment of the Kingdom of 
God. 


MY SUFFERING, Paul says, fills up- 


the necessary quota of suffering— 
before the Body of Christ, the Church, 
will be fully redeemed. ~ 

It is a requirement of love to suffer, 
if necessary, to bring others to real 


happiness and fulfillment. ‘‘Love does.” 


not kill pain,’’ Archbishop Fulton J. 
Sheen says, ‘‘but makes it bearable. 
One of the great tragedies of the world 


is wasted pain. We are suffering and 


there is no one to love.’’ : 

When we understand that we are 
indeed helping in the redemption of 
the world, then pain becomes 
understandable and bearable. The 
merits of our suffering are transferred 
to other people. 


WHENEVER WE GO we carry 
death and suffering within us—the 
death and suffering of Christ. When, 
from time to time, we come to 
experience its reality with our own 
senses, our own pain, it is still more 
the reality of his suffering than our 
own. We are not meant to cling to 
pain, but, like Christ, to release it in 
love. ; 

We .are a people deeply in debt, 
mortgaged by the crucified love of 
Christ at great cost. The ‘‘merits’’ we 


may transfer, the good we may - 


liberate is no more than interest 
payment on priceless gifts already 
received.

Queries Stewardship credit 


I find it rather biased that your 
Stewardship 77 report hails St. David parish, 
Apple Valley, as ‘‘leading the way in 
Stewardship 77’’ because it surpassed its 
goal by 1904.0 percent. 

There is a very simple explanation of it. 
Considering the size and the wealth of Apple 
Valley a quota of $1,000 is mere peanuts. If 
the larger parishes of our diocese were 
assessed at a similiar low rate they too would 
exceed their goal thousand-times-over. 

I suggest more credit should be given to 
parishes which collect quotas of 25, 30, or 
even 50,000 dollars, although their percent- 
age does not exceed much of 100 percent. I 
am much more impressed with their result.

There 
is no more justification for ‘‘pulling the 
plug’’ on the television set than there would 
be for burning all the books, closing all the 
libraries, shutting down all the college 
classrooms, or destroying all the paintings 
and statues. 


What we need rather to do is to be 
discerning and discriminating about what we 
view just as we are about what we read. 


After all, one does not have to watch 
Candid Camera, Six Million Dollar Man, 
Phyllis, Maude and Wonder Woman. One 
has the same freedom of choice to forego 
picking up popsickles, potato chips and 
candy when shopping for food at the local 
supermarket.

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Roots of Our Eaith: 


Man: Ikon of God, yet creature 
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What Is Man? 


Little less than angels 


By Father John J. Castelot 


What is man? There are as many different 
answers to that question as there are 
philosophies. However, they seem to share a 
common frustration, for while they recognize 
man’s innate drive toward fulfillment, they 


realize, too, that this fulfillment can be . 


found only in an absolute, a transcendent, 
something outside of man. 


But since, for them, there is nothing 
beyond the human, the finite, man is driven 
to disappointment and ultimately to despair. 
Not a pretty picture, but one that is being 
constantly insinuated into the popular 
psyche through all sorts of subtle media, like 
the novel and the drama, to mention just 
two, 


THE BIBLICAL answer is quite different; 
no less realistic, but still optimistic. The 
author of Psalm 8 asked the same question, 
but it is more like a cry of wonder than a 
speculative query: 


“‘When I behold your heavens, the 
work of your fingers,/the moon and the 
stars which you set in place—/What is 
man that you should be mindful of 
him,/or the Son of Man that you should 
care for him? You have made him a little 
less than the angels,/and crowned him 
with glory. and honor./You have given 
him rule over the works of your 
hand,/putting all things under his feet... 


(Psalm 8:4-7). 


Here is an expression of man’s lowliness 
(‘What is man that you should be mindful of 
him?) but also of his Godlikeness. He exists 
in an interpersonal relationship with God, 
who cares for him, and with whom he shares 
dominion. 


This is a clear echo of the Priestly theology 
of creation in Genesis 1, where we read: 
“‘Then God said: ‘Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeness.’ ’’ What did this 
mean to the author? The explanation follows 
immediately: ‘‘Let them have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, the birds of the air,...and 
all the creatures that crawl on the ground’’ 
(Genesis 1:26). - 


THE BIBLICAL authors were not Greek 
philosophers; they thought in terms of 
concrete functions rather than of abstract 
essences. An so they conceived of man’s 
likeness to God as a sharing of dominion 
rather than a sharing of nature. 


The Bible presents man as a creature, a 
being who exists in relation to a 
transcendent Being. In the myths of Israel’s 
neighbors also, man was a creature of the 
gods, but with a vast difference. He was the 
accidental, almost capricious result of a 
chaotic struggle for power among rival 
deities, who decided to put the corpses of the 
vanquished to some use; they used them to 
make humans, about whom they cared 
nothing. 


In the Bible God creates man deliberately, 
on his free initiative. Man is the product of 
God’s creative Word, and this, too, is 
significant. A word, especially in biblical 
thought is a powerful thing, and by its 
nature establishes a dialogue, calls for a 
response, initiates a relationship: in the case 
of man, an interpersonal relationship. 


HARD EXPERIENCE makes it painfully 
clear that human existence does not reflect 
this ideal situation. What happened? To put 
it one way, man decided to turn the dialogue 
into a monologue, to withhold response to 
the divine Word. The result was his radical 
alienation from his Creator, his fellow-crea- 
tures, even from himself. 


The Yahwist authors, in their theology of 
creation (Genesis 2:4b-3), gave this explana- 
tion of humanity’s tragic state in their story 
of the Fall, an explanation which would 
furnish the basis for the later development of 
theologies of what we call ‘original sin,’ 
theologies which are still in the making. 


The Bible does establish the fundamental 


data of the intrusion of sin into human - 


history and the tragic results of that 
catastrophe, but does not build these data 
into a theological synthesis. And even 
though the Yahwist is uncompromising in 
his portrayal of human sinfulness and aliena- 
tion, he does not leave us without hope. 


IN FACT, a distinctive characteristic of his 
theology is its.optimism. For instance, right 
after his account of the fall he pictures God 
as promising mankind ultimate victory over 
the forces of evil (Genesis 3:15). This sets 
the tone for the rest of the. Bible’s 
presentation of human history: it is, above 
all, salvation history, certainly not damna- 
tion history! 

Even when, centuries later, Paul touches 
upon the theme of Adam’s sin in Romans 
5:12 ff, he does so, not to dwell on the havoc 
wrought by that sin, but rather to highlight 


Man Can Choose 


-He is both good and evil

He was trying to sell the Pentagon the 
plans for a space community. His kindness 
was clearly the reason for his obvious 
over-talkativeness: I had told him I was 
enroute home from my favorite aunt’s 
funeral. As we flew, he spoke of plans which 
his corporation had developed for a space 
community. 


The science seemed to me well researched 
and included the assurance of possibility by 
2020. Soon I was intrigued with the 
questions his plan presented: Who would 
go? What sort of people would fit into this 
project? Would the project be more 
important than the people? 


FINALLY I ASKED him these questions. 
My metaphysical tone threw him off. He said 
these people would primarily need to be 
adapters and adjusters. Aside from that, the 
corporation had not discussed anything else. 
I mused at how different this was from Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s science. He built houses to 
fit_people, not vice versa. 

But the question was there in our 
discussion as it is in neatly all modern life: 
Who is man? The God-question is not as 


problematic as the man-question. But who is 
this mankind whom God has made and asked 
to live in this massive technology era? 

Is the mastery of creation still found in 
humankind? Or are we, as Jacques Ellul, 
the analyst of technology, has asserted, 
simply pawns of scientific method? Is that 
the state of affairs? Has man created a 
science beyond his control? Exactly who is 
this reality called man? 


WELL, THERE have been massive 
evasions of that question in our time. It 
seems that if the world had heard the Jewish 
claim that man (Adam) is an image of God, 
the Holocaust might not have been. Surely 
the demonic rationality of a Hitler would not 
have been so widely allowed and supported. 
The rise of multi-national corporations now 
are known to enslave millions who are 
objects in their economic power nets. Who 
indeed is a man to them? 

The Judeo-Christian tradition teaches us 
that we are the images of God. But B.F. 
Skinner, the psychologist, among others, 
evaluates our essential personhood to be the 
sum total of our behavioral responses. What 
an unconsoling thought! - 

Yet we know we have hopes, ideals and 


by contrast the surpassing power of Christ’s 
redeeming grace. 


He, too, is very realistic about the 
helplessness and hopelessness, the frightful 
tensions experienced by all people, and 
speaking dramatically in the name of 
humanity, he ends with the anguished cry: 
“‘What a wretched man I am! Who can free 
man from this body under the power of 
death?’’ But he answers immediately and 
exultantly: ‘‘All praise to God, through 
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Jesus Christ our Lord!’’ (Romans 7:24-25). 


This expresses in very summary fashion 
what he has said earlier in the letter: ‘‘For if, 
when we were God’s enemies, we were 
reconciled to him by the death of his Son, it 
is all the more certain that we who have 
reconciled will be saved by his life.

tenderness—sometimes difficult things to 
translate into our experience. Neither are we 
simply the objects of the consumer science 
that tells us hourly on TV that our ultimte 
happiness is an adjustment to pleasure. 
Without being pessimistic, one can quite 
objectively say that man, for all the claim to 
full living he has suddenly gained, is not as 
much in touch with himself (herself) as is 
suspected. 


WHAT IS THE faith response to: Who is 
man? The Hebrew and Christian Scriptures 
tell us we are ikons, images who participate 
in the very creative life of God himself. We 
are made to be just, to love rightly, to build 
up the earth. 


At the same time the disposition to make 
ourselves the center of all things is true of 
mankind. We just are that way as we are 
moved by the power to do good, so also we 
are free to choose the dark evil—evil which 


leads to alienation and self-aggrandizement. 


I recall an event when I was studying in 
Canada. Professor Grant, an _ excellent 
teacher, one day turned to the three of us 
who were Roman Catholics and demanded, 
“*You Catholics, who does your tradition say 
man is?’’ I answered his question. I did well 
theoretically, tracing as I could the basic 
belief that man is good, created so, an image 
of God, affirmed as worthy and loving in 
Jesus. The answer was good; I think that 
even now. 


WHATEVER WE MAY say universally of 
man, it is always subject to the discerning 
action of the concrete where human 
weakness and tenderness are both ex- 
pressed. It is very interesting to note- how 
the question ‘*‘Who is man?’’ is usually 
treated by Jesus on the one-to-one level. If 
ever he thought in universals, he surely 
acted in singulars. 
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Why Does He Care for Us?

“What a piece of work is man! How noble 
in reason! How infinite in faculty! In action, 
how like an angel! In apprehension, how like 
a god! Man is the beauty of the world, the 
paragon of animals. And yet, to me, what is 
this quintessence of dust?’’ [Hamlet, Act II, 
Scene 2] 


A major characteristic of this age in which 
we live is the revering of the human. The 
kind of awe once reserved for God is now 
saved for human persons. The non-fiction 
best seller list abounds with books about 
how to improve the human person. Women, 
be assertive. Men, remember that push pays 
off. 


EVERYBODY, CHECK -out your er- 
roneous zones, those negative vibrations 
that keep you less than human. Man is 
reminded that, like animals, he carves out 
territories and turf to control. Others tells us 
that creating space around us is central to 
personal growth. 


No technique is left untried to exalt the 
possibilities of being human, be that 
meditation, jogging, yoga, vegetarian diet- 
ing,.primal screaming, karate, Transactional 
Analysis, or the more traditional approaches 
—drinking, sex and drugs. 


No matter what the fad, the whole idea is 
that the human needs much stroking and 
attending to. The energy once concentrated 
in temples, churches and at altars to glorify 
God is today redirected to the salons, 
dialogue rooms, exercise halls and oriental 
mood rooms where the glorification of the 
human takes place. 


THIS WHOLE movement is not just the 
traditional glorification of heroes in the 
athletic, political, military and entertain- 
ment worlds. We have always made gods out 
of certain humans. Today we want to make a 
god out of every person. 

Is this good or bad? Has religion’ only 
honored God and never the singularity and 
wonder of a human being? Well, Genesis 
said that God took a piece of clay and made a 
man. God looked at this Adam and smiled 
and said, ‘‘That’s good. He is my image.’’ 
Then God took a rib from Adam and made a 
beautiful woman. The Lord looked at this 


Eve admiringly and said, ‘‘That’s good. She 
is my image.” 

Reflecting on this beauty of man and 
woman, the psalmist said: 


“When I behold your heavens, the 
work of your fingers/the moon and the 
stars which you set in place—/What is 
man that you should be mindful of 
him?/You have made him little less than 
the angels/and crowned him with glory 
and honor.../O Lord, how glorious is your 
name over all the earth!” 

(Psalm 8) 


THE FEAST of Christmas reminds us that 
God thought so much of humans that he 
became one himself. To a modern world that 
worries about its self image, God presents 
his high regard for persons in Jesus who is 
“the image of the invisible God’’ (Colossians 
1:15). And we are so as well, as Genesis 
reminds us. But in Christ our self image is 
even richer, for he is the ‘‘first born of all 
creatures’’ (Colossians 1:15). 


So we see that the Bible has much to say 
about the wonder and greatness of being 
human. We are little less than angels. Hence 
is the current adulation of the human a bad 
thing? No, not as long as the origin of man’s 
greatness and beauty is recalled. The 
ultimate magnificence of this quintessence 
of dust is the image of God, a person 
luminous because of the divine origin and 
destiny, a human whose greatness is rooted 
in the link of God. 


On the other hand the contemporary 
adoration of the human can be wrong when 
persons are regarded as though there is no 
link to the Lord. All attempts at final self 
improvement are doomed when they ignore 
the role of grace and salvation. 


SELF REALIZATION is a new word for 
salvation by man alone. Frankly, it will not 
work. People will gain the world, but lose 
their souls—that is, the very self fulfillment 
they want to achieve. 

The new concentration on the ihtinian is 
good if it is tied to the saving work of Christ. 
Only Jesus, in the final analysis, can make 
us truly free. The new gurus say, “‘Save 
thyself.’’ God says, ‘‘Permit me to save you. 
Truly, it’s the only way.’’ Yes, Lord, save me 
before I forget you.

Are you in Christ? 
To live in Christ 
according to St. Paul 
is to function above 
“the flesh’ and 
above ‘‘the world’’, 
i.e., above the purely 
natural level of hu- 
man life. To live in 
Christ is to have a 
new power for building up the ‘‘body of 
Christ’’; a new capacity to live and 
serve. God’s people. 


The basic meaning of being ‘‘in 
Christ’’ is to be the object of the 
mysterious divine decree, decided from 
all eternity and hidden in God, which 
concerns human salvation as carried out 
in Christ. 


SALVATION IS a present reality, 
rooted in the here and now, as well as a 
future event; thus, this being in the 
Lord, this ‘‘in Christ-ness’’ that directs 
us to salvation is presently visible. 


To be ‘‘in Christ’’ is visible as a 
mysterious sense of newness, manifest- 
ing itself as a continuous growth in 
‘one’s personality. ‘‘For anyone who is 
in Christ, there is a new creation; the 
old creation has gone, and now the new 
one is here. It is all God’s work.’’ (2 
Corinthians 5:17) 


Moreover, to be in Christ gives one a 
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strange new power over the forces of sin 
in one’s life: ‘“‘You must consider 
yourselves dead to sin and alive to God 
in Christ Jesus.’’ (Romans 6:11) In fact, 
being in Christ gives one a new power in 
every regard for building the kingdom. 
“I can do all things in him who 
strengthens me.” (Philippians 4:13) 


“IN ALL OF THIS we are not talking 
about some vague sense of hope that 
wishes its way through, but we are 
talking about real power, that has 
dramatic effects for good in every part 
of a person’s ‘life: ‘“‘You were 
darkness once, but now you are light in 
the Lord; be like children of light, for 
the effects of light are seen in complete 
goodness and right living and truth.’’ 
(Ephesians 5:8+-) 


The reason for this new power is the 
access we have in Christ to God; since, 
the Father has decreed to share the 
infinite treasure of Christ with us 
“‘exactly according to the plan which he 
had from all eternity in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. This is why we are bold enough to 
approach God in complete confidence, 
through our faith in him; so I beg you 
never lose confidence.’

El Sacramento de la

Ahora que la Iglesia ha renovado este 
sacramento con un nuevo rito, resulta 
importante conocer la historia de este 
sacramento a traves de los ultimos 20 siglos. 


Este sacramento tiene una historia muy 
variada y a veces hasta confusa, pues no 
resulta facilmente encontrar hechos claros 
en ciertos periodos de la Historia de la 
Iglesia. 

LO QUE SI es claro es que este 
sacramento no se desarrollo de una manera 
unica y constante y de que no hubo un 
sistema unico 0 rito que se practicara a la vez 
en todas las regiones. En un lugar se hacia 
de una manera, mientras que en otros 
lugares se introducian nuevos sistemas. 


Durante el periodo que abarca desde los 
origenes de la Iglesia hasta el siglo tercero, 
podemos afirmar de seguro que ya desde 
entonces era creencia universal el que la 
Iglesia habia recibido de Cristo el poder de 
perdonar o retener los pecados. Despues del 
Bautismo, el cristiano que habia pecado 
gravemente podia reconciliarse de nuevo con 
Dios y con la Iglesia: (Mt. 18 y Jn 20:19-22). 


Al ejercer su ministerio de misericordia, la 
Iglesia Apostolica fue senalando algunas 
normas practicas para ayudar a los lideres de 
la Iglesia a tomar un justo medio entre la 
misericordia infinita de Dios y la tendencia 
humana a la severidad y a imponer pesados 
castigos y privaciones de derechos. 


YA DESDE EL principio de la Iglesia, fue 
parte muy importante de la vida de los 
cristianos el confesarse y reconocerse 
pecadores. Asi en la Didache (hacia el ano 
140), leemos: ‘‘Confesad vuestras ofensas 
en la iglesia, y no receis en mala conciencia”’ 


* (4,14). Y tambien: ‘‘En el Dia del Senor os 


reunireis para partir el pan y dar gracias 
despues de confesar vuestras transgresiones 
para que vuestro sacrificio sea puro’’ (14, 1). 


Hay dudas de que esta confesion fuera 
sacramental. Lo mas seguro parece ser un 
acto penitencial semejante al que tenemos 
ahora al comienzo de la Misa. 


En el Pastor de Hermas (segundo siglo) 
dice que puede haber penitencia y perdon 
para los pecadores despues de recibir el 
Bautismo, pero solamente una vez en la 
vida. 


SEGUN PARECE, en este periodo de la 
Iglesia, aunque en teoria no se negaba el que 
a una persona se la podian perdonar los 
pecados muchas veces, en la practica con 
todo, en algunas comunidades cristianas no 
se les concedia a los pecadores el 
reconciliarse cuantas veces quisieran sobre

todo si se trataba del adulterio o de la 
apostasia de la fe. 


En el siglo tercero se acentuo esta 
discusion sobre si perdonar o no a los 
adulteros y a los lapsos (cristianos que 
apostataban de su fe). San Cipriano y el 
Papa Cornelio defendieron resueltamente la 
reconciliacion de los adulteros y lapsos. 


Tertuliano rechazo el perdon a los 
adulteros durante el tiempo que se hizo 
Montanista, pero cuando fue Catolico 
considero normal el que la Iglesia perdonara 
a todos los pecadores arrepentidos sin 
excepcion. 


RESUMIENDO pues estos tres primeros 
siglos de la Iglesia, vemos que la Iglesia es 
consciente de que recibio de Cristo el poder 
de reconciliar a los pecadores; que ejercio 
ese poder y. determino la clase de 
satisfaccion que hay que hacer despues de la 
reconciliacion; y finalmente, que el peni- 
tente tenia que confesar de algun modo su 
pecado. 


No hay. evidencia durante este periodo de 
la Iglesia de que hubiera obligacion de 
confesarse formal y publicamente. Asi 
mismo, parece que no existio penitencia 
eclesiastica en privado, aunque la oracion 
privada de arrepentimiento, el ayuno, actos 
de caridad y la imposicion de las manos 
formaban parte importante de la reconcilia- 
cion. 


Del siglo cuarto al sexto se desarrollo el 
sacramento conocido como Penitencia Cano- 
nica Solemne. Durante este tiempo se 
requeria del penitente la conversion interior 
© metanoia y la admision de ser pecador. 
Para la remision de los pecados graves se 
recurria al obispo quien en un rito publico 
absolvia con la imposicion de las manos. 
Otros pecados ordinarios podian expiarse 
por medio de obras. buenas en privado. 


TODOS LOS textos de este periodo 
atestiguan que se imponian penitencias muy 
severas por los pecados graves. Entre estas 
penitencias estaban la privacion de derechos 
tales como el no tener relacionés sexuales 
entre los casados, no poder defender sus 
litigios en corte, no poder atender al circo, 
etc. Esta privacion de derechos 0 penitencias 
duraban casi siempre hasta el fin de la vida. 


Como resultado de esta severidad, la 
mayoria de los Cristianos no hizo uso de la 
Penitencia Canonica y se mantuvieron fuera 
del sistema. La mayoria se abstuvo de 
comulgar, mucho retrasaron el Bautismo 
hasta la hora de la muerte y muchos de los 
que asistian a la Misa se salian al terminar la 
Litugria de la Palabra. 
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Crime and punishment 


Is there a ‘legitimate place for the desire to be avenged’ 


Following is the eighth of the series ‘‘Moral 
Choices in Contemporary Society,’’ designed 
as companion pieces to a series of the same 
name in the general press. In this article, 
Robert E. Rodes Jr., professor of law at The 
University of Notre Dame discusses Catholic 
opinion on theories of punishing criminals.

Of the prevailing theories about why we punish 
criminals, probably the most important are the 
deterrent, the rehabilitative, and the retributive. 
According to the deterrent theory, we punish 
criminals so that other people will be deterred from 
committing crimes. 


When | see a burglar being led away to jail, | am 
led to reflect, first, on how bad and how 
unacceptable to the community it is to be a burglar, 
and, second, on how much trouble | will get into if | 
become one. These reflections enter into the whole 
variety of considerations that keep me honest. 


ACCORDING TO the rehabilitative theory, the 
process we call punishment is not really meant to 
punish people in the sense of inflicting pain on them, 
but to bring them into a place where we can work 
with them and get them to change their antisocial 
ways. When we are satisfied that they have done so, 
we should let them go. 

According to the retributive theory, a person who 
commits a crime ‘‘owes’’ society a punishment in 
the same way a person who steals $5. worth of

hamburger from the grocery store owes the grocer 
$5. There is a metaphysical balance to be restored, 
an illicit pleasure to be paid for by an otherwise 
unnecessary pain. 5 


Catholic thought is not particularly committed to 
any of these three theories, although it probably 
takes the retributive theory a little more seriously 
than other lines of thought—perhaps because it has 
been a little more aware of the moral problems with 
the other two. 


THE PROBLEM WITH deterrence is that the 
person who is punished is never the person we are 
trying to deter. It is already too late to deter the 
criminal himself; we punish him only to make the 
threat credible for another time. But punishing ‘’A”’ 
in order to deter ‘’B’’ runs afoul of an important 
moral principle. 


A human being is not generally at the disposal of 
the community. He is entitled to be dealt with in 
accordance with his own needs and deserts. It is 
wrong, therefore, to lock him up for a reason that 
has nothing to do with him. 

To be sure, he is part of the community that will 
be better off if crime is deterred; therefore it is not 
quite true that the reason for punishing him has 
nothing to do with him. But this argument proves too 
much. It would justify punishing. people who were 
suspected of doing wrong but who were in fact 
innocent. Punishing people on mere suspicion has

powerful deterrent effect, as every totalitarian 
leader knows. But we feel it would not be right. 


SO THE’ DETERRENT theory offers us no 
justification for punishing criminals that would not 
equally justify punishing innocent people. This is 
true of the rehabilitative theory also. If rehabilitative 
techniques can stop people from committing crimes, 
why do we use them only on people who have 
committed crimes in the past? 


Criminologists can point to many warning signs 
that show that a person is likely to commit crimes. 
Having committed a crime already is only one such 
sign, and that not always the most accurate. 


Yet we are unwilling to use the techniques of our 
penal system on a person who has not already 
committed a crime. We do not think it would be right 
to do so. That a person seems to be in need of 
rehabilitation does not seem to us a_ sufficient 
justification for punishing him. 

SO, WHILE rehabilitation and deterrence are both 
things we would like to accomplish with our system 


of punishment, when we look for a justification for | 


punishment, we have to turn to the retributive 
theory. : : 


But the retributive theory is not free from: 


problems either. It is not everyone who can 
appreciate the metaphysical elegance of balancing 
illicit pleasures with unnecessary pain, or the logic 
of exacting suffering as a ‘‘debt’’ when it does not 
seem to do the ‘‘creditor’’ any good. 


In general, then, while very few of us are minded 
to stop punishing criminals, neither Catholics nor 
Protestants nor anyone else has been able to offer a 
really satisfactory theoretical explanation of why we 
should continue. The lack of a theory is not merely 
an academic problem: it has a good deal to do with 
the frustration many people feel about our whole 
criminal process. 


PEOPLE FEEL about crime quite differently from 
the way they feel about other misfortunes. On the 
whole, you are a good deal more likely to be run over 
than to be mugged, but when you agitate for safe 
streets it is the potential mugging that you have in 
mind. An old man living alone is at least as apt to 
succumb to a heart attack as a burglar, but it is the

burglar he is afraid of. 

For the victim, and for the onlooker as well, crime 
is more than just a misfortune. It is an encounter 
between human beings characterized by the unjust 


use of power, and by a breach of the trust that 


people need to have in others. 


But the bitterness people feel is not so much from 
having crimes committed as from having them 
committed with impunity. Somehow when the 
criminal has been fitly punished, the crime seems to 


fall back into the category of ordinary misfortunes 


once again. 


THE DESIRE to see offenders punished is a very 
basic and very powerful human emotion. Most 
historians think it is the foundation of the criminal 
law—the state began punishing criminals in order to 
prevent the disruption of the peace through the 
pursuit of private vengeance. 


So deep-seated and so primitive is this emotion, 
and seemingly so little related to any practical 
purpose, that modern theorists tend to regard it as 
unworthy of civilized human beings in enlightened 
times. In constructing theories they take it into 
account only with reluctance. : 


But a Christian view of human nature will require 
us to take primordial human feelings more seriously. 


God has not created human beings with unworthy 


motivations. The primordial vices, gluttony, avarice, 
lust, etc., are not unworthy motivations; they are 
perversions or abuses of worthy ones. There is 
nothing wrong with wanting to eat, to save money, 
to make love: the vice is in wanting to do these 
things too much or in the wrong way. Can we not say 
in the same way that somewhere in the human 
psyche there is a legitimate place for the desire to be 
avenged? 


ST. PAUL SAYS that when civil rulers administer 
punishment they act as God’s ministers (Romans 
13:4). If that is so, then perhaps the reason why they 
punish is to give a concrete sign that the world, for 
all its corruption and confusion, is still under the 
power. of God. : 


Perhaps too, the reason why we feel a need to see 
criminals punished is that the ‘criminal exercises 
power, and exercises it unjustly. When our lives 
have been touched by this unjust power, we need to 
be reassured that there is a higher power at work on 
the side of justice. It is that reassurance that reduces 
crime from a cosmic disorder to a common 
misfortune. 


This is a reassurance, incidentally, that the 
criminal needs as much as the victim does. He, too, 
is entitled to know that he does not have it in his 
power to upset the ultimate order of the universe, 
that he too lives in a world where the highest power 
is just. 


IF 1AM RIGHT in all this, it would appear that we 
need a considerable change in our approach to 
criminal justice. At present, our concern is almost 
exclusively with protecting the rights of the accused. 
We have not felt that the victims of crime had any 
rights to protect. 


Thus, we have not seen any injustice in letting 
guilty people go-free. Not only do we resolve all 
doubts about guilt or innocence in favor of 
innocence; we redress police misconduct or flaws in 
the trial process by letting people off that we are 
sure are guilty. 


Those who have seen crime being committed more 
and more, with less and less likelihood of being 
punished, have felt uneasy and even bitter about 
what has been going on, but have found no 
theoretical basis on which to urge a change. Perhaps 
these few thoughts may point the way to such a 
basis. :

“In fact,’’ he says, “it is 


best handled by youngsters, _ 


who have the right weight 
and height, and enjoy it.” 


Parishioners dropped off 
their week’s supply of news- 
papers after Mass on Sunday 
and the school children baled 
them into neat, compact 
80-pound bundles, easily 
stacked on wooden pallets for 
forklifting into trucks. 


SOON 10 other churches, 
schools and scout troops in 
the Ojai Valley asked to join 
the program and STACK 
became a community collect- 
ing agency. 

Father Smith provided a 
baler for each contributing 
group, supplied the baling 
wire and provided a far 
corner of the church parking 
lot as a collection center. 


“There is so little variance 
in weight from one bale to 
another,’’ the priest said, 
“that we don’t have to weigh 
papers when organizations 
bring them to our collection 
center. We simply count the 
bales.”’ 

Father Smith is convinced 
that more parish groups and 
community projects could 
use the paper recovery route 
to success for cooperative 
programs and financial re- 
ward. 


HE IS SO convinced that 
he told Southern Cross he 
would willingly fly pastors to 
his center at Ojai in the 
Augustinian airplane to dem- 
onstrate the system. 

“There’s room for four in 
the plane,”’ he said, ‘‘and we

Brown, a Congregationalist 
minister and nationally- 
known Protestant theologian.

in San Diego last weekend to 
rally fellow Protestants to the 
pro-life cause, because as he 
sees it, ‘‘abortion is the issue 
that will’ make or break 
western civilization.’’ 


DR. BROWN, systematic 


theology professor at Trinity _ 
Evangelical Divinity School, . 


Deerfield, Ill., assured Cath- 
olics in a Southern Cross 
interview, that they are not 
alone in the pro-life fight. 


“‘The fundamental biblical 
principal is that abortion is 
wrong,’’ he asserted. 


“And it is only in recent 
years that some Protestant 
leaders have tolerated abor- 
tion,’’ even in face of the fact 
that ‘‘there is not a single 
reputable Protestant theolo- 
gian who will condone the 
practice.” 


Traditionally, great Prot- 
estant thinkers have opposed 
abortion, he added, ‘‘from 
Calvin through Barth, Brun- 
ner and Bonnhoeffer; to the 
contemporary Nelson, Ram- 
sey and Outler.”’

Dr. Brown is president of 
the Christian Action Council, 
an anti-abortion organization 
founded in 1975 by Mrs. Billy 
Graham, the Rev. Dr. J.A.O.

“*We now have more than 
200,000 members across the 
nation,’’ Dr. Brown said. 


“AND AMONG many de-

Congolese cardinal murdered 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope Paul led the church in 
mourning for slain Congolese 
Cardinal Emile Biayenda by 
declaring that churchmen are 
“‘continuing to pay with their 
blood and with suffering”’ 
the price of peace and love. 


Cardinal Biayenda, 50, 
was murdered March 23 in 
his see city of Brazzaville, 
capital of | the People’s 
Republic of Congo, five days 
after Congolese President 
Marian Ngouabi was assassi- 
nated. 


At his weekly general 
audience, Pope Paul an- 
nounced the death of the 
prelate, whom he had named 
the first Congolese cardinal 
in 1973, to a visibly shocked 
crowd of 6,000. 

In 1970 Cardinal Biayenda 
was ordained a bishop. in 
Rome by Cardinal Sergio 
Pignedoli, former apostolic 
delegate to West and Central 
Africa. He became . arch- 
bishop of Brazzaville in 1971. 

The cardinal attended the 
synods of bishops in 1971 
and in 1974. 


English, Welsh bishops still seek- 
relaxed general absolution rules 


LONDON (NC)—The bish- 
ops of England and Wales 


are attempting to persuade 
the. Vatican to relax the 
conditions that now govern 
general absolution services 
which omit individual con- 
fessions. 


Led by Archbishop George 
P. Dwyer of Birmingham, 
president of the English and 
Welsh Bishops’ Conference, 
the group maintains that 


such services make it easier’ 


for those alienated from the 
Church to resume practicing 
their religion. 


GENERAL absolution ser- 
vices were introduced ‘in a 
number of dioceses during 
Lent last year. But the 
bishops have since ~been 
advised that three conditions 


must be fulfilled. 


They are: A great number 
of penitents, a shortage of 
confessors available to hear 
individual confessions, and 
situation such that those

(Regarding general abso- 
lution, the Pope asserted 
that, ‘‘although’ the Chureh 
authorizes collective absolu- 
tion in certain cases, please 
remember that this authori- 
zation is for exceptional 
cases and does not dispense 
from the need to make a 
personal confession.”’ 


[The Pope’s remarks may
